MINUTES 


The annual meeting of the Town of Allenstown was held on 
March 9, 1974. Meeting was called to order by Moderator, Roger A. 
Letendre at 7:00 p.m. 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing 
year. 


—This Article was taken care of on March 5, 1974. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to accept the Budget as 
submitted by the Budget Committee, or pass any vote in relation 
thereto. 


—Stewart Severance made a motion to set this Article aside until 
the reading of the lined items. Seconded by Mr. Letendre and voted. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


—Motion was made by Lionel Stokes to accept Article 3 as read. 
Seconded by Charles Todd and voted. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to give a one (1%) percent 
discount on all 1974 property taxes paid within thirty (30) days after 
mailing of the tax bills. 


—Charles Todd moved that Article 4 be accepted as read. Motion 
was seconded by Arthur Girard and voted. 


Article 5. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate the sum of Seventy-Five ($75.00) Dollars for the in- 
stallation of a street light on Bartlett St. (This Article is approved by 
the Budget Committee.) 


—A motion was made by Arthur Girard to accept Article 5 as 
read. Seconded by Stanley Pappachristo and voted. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of One Thousand Five Hundred ($1,500.00) Dollars for the 


a 


Sewer Commissioners’ salaries thereby increasing said Com- 
missioners’ salaries to Two Hundred Fifty ($250.00) Dollars each. 
(This Article is disapproved by the Budget Committee.) 

—Leonard Girard questioned the Budget Committee on why this 
Article was disapproved and stated that the Sewer Commissioners 
had done a lot of work. Ronald Daviault of the Budget Committee 
mentioned that the Sewer Commissioners were presently earning 
$250 each thereby increasing their salaries to $500 each and the 
Budget Committee felt that amount too excessive at the present 
time. George Guertin asked if the Attorney could explain what the 
situation was regarding Articles disapproved by the Budget 
Committee. Attorney Richard Therrien stated that according to the 
statutes as interpreted (39:3) the Articles that are submitted by 
petition can override the Budget Committee recommendation; 
however, if it happens to be an Article which is not submitted by 
petition, the Town cannot act upon it. The Moderator stated that the 
Town could not act on Article 6. 


Article 7. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to remove 
bars and gates on Wing Road. 


—Mr. O’Shea stated that it was not Wing Road but Philbrick 
Road. Gabriel Daneault said that the bars and gates were on Wing 
Road. The Moderator read the petition as submitted. Elaine Mortel 
stated that according to the deed the old name of the road is 
Philbrick Road and at the time that she submitted the petition she 
did not know the name of the road and that was the reason for her 
putting the end of Wing Road on the petition. George Guertin made a 
motion that Article 7 be accepted by substituting Wing Road to 
Philbrick Road and seconded by Elaine Mortel. A gentleman stated 
that he was in favor of removing the bars and gates but he did not 
have the equipment to take care of the Road. Mr. Daneault stated 
that that was the reason the road was closed 10 or 12 years ago. 
Article 7 was not accepted. 


Article 8. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Four Hundred ($400.00) Dollars for 1974 and 
Four Hundred ($400.00) Dollars for each consecutive year 
thereafter for the purpose of installing and removing flashboards on 
the Webster Dam. (This Article is submitted without recom- 
mendation of the Budget Committee.) 


—Robert Marier asked where the Webster Dam was located. 
Gabriel Daneault stated that it was by School Street. Mr. Perkins 
asked whether the $400 amount was just the Allenstown share or if 
Pembroke paid a share of this amount and he also asked if the dam 
belonged to Pembroke. Mr. Daneault stated that the full cost was 
approximately $400 and that this year Allenstown had paid the $400 
amount. Robert Descoteaux mentioned that the Webster Dam 
belonged to Pembroke but Pembroke would not take care of it. 
Arthur Girard questioned why Allenstown should pay the full cost if 
the dam belonged to Pembroke. Robert Descoteaux stated that 
Pembroke does not receive the complaints that Allenstown does and 
that up to last year Pembroke was paying 50 percent of the cost but 
they will no longer have anything to do with it and, as far as 
Allenstown is concerned, it is a definite problem and the Town’s 
people must be pleased. Richard Ganucz asked if the State could not 
take care of this problem. Robert Descoteaux stated that the State 
would not take care of it unless they received all of the complaints 
and if this Article was voted down the State would most probably 
have to take care of it. Charles Todd made a motion, seconded by 
Mr. Petrin, to amend Article 8 to read ‘’to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $400 for 1974 only.’ George Guertin asked if this involved the 
Sewer Commission and had they put any money into this. Robert 
Plourde stated that the position during the last fiscal period has 
been that the Town of Allenstown has paid and that the Sewer 
Commission made arrangements to get reimbursed for this by 
Pembroke in the amount of $120. Article 8 was accepted as amen- 
ded. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars for the purchase of a snow 
blower. (This Article is approved by the Budget Committee.) 


—Rene Mulaire made a motion to accept Article 9 as read. 
Seconded by George Guertin and voted. 


Article 10 Tosee if the Town will vote to authorize an increase of 
the maximum hourly rate for men working for the Road Agent from 
$2.76 per hour to $2.91 per hour, said hourly rate increased to be 
effectuated at the discretion of the Road Agent. (This Article is 
approved by the Budget Committee.) 


—George Guertin made a motion to accept Article 10 as read. 
Seconded by Charles Todd and voted. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to increase the Road 
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Agent’s annual salary to Ten Thousand Five Hundred ($10,500.00) 
Dollars. (This Article is approved by the Budget Committee. ) 


—Motion was made by Reginald Courtemanche and seconded by 
Joe Lamy to accept Article 11 as read. James Goodnow asked what 
the Road Agent’s present salary was. The Moderator stated that it 
was $9,000. Leandre Desrochers stated to move on the question. 
Article 11 was accepted as read. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the funds to increase the salary of Chief of Police to equal that of the 
Road Agent. (This Article is approved by the Budget Committee.) 


—George Guertin made a motion to accept Article 12 as read. 
Seconded by Mr. Kahill and voted. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
funds to hire a second full-time police officer, the funding of which 
would be as follows: 


First Year—95% by Crime Commission $8,700.00 
5% by Town 436.10 
$9,136.10 


(This Article is approved by the Budget Committee.) 


—Charles Todd made a motion that Article 13 be accepted as 
read. Seconded by Joseph Benninghove and voted. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to accept that portion of 
Heritage Drive which lies between Lot 50 and Lot 18 on a plan of 
Heritage Meadows recorded in Merrimack Registry of Deeds as a 
Town Street; and then to discontinue the said portion of Heritage 
Drive as herein before described as a Town Street. (This said 
portion of Heritage Drive having been incorporated into Lot #18 on 
plan 3103 approved by the Selectmen on December 14, 1972.) 


—Motion was made by George Guertin and seconded by George 
Pelletier to accept Article 14as read. Robert Descoteaux stated that 
this was merely a formality and that this at one time was going to be 
a part of Heritage Drive and it was not needed. This was going to 
connect into Granite Street extension and they have now closed off 
that portion and this will be a building lot rather than a street. 
Article 14 was accepted as read. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to expend Three Thousand Five Hundred ($3,500.00) Dollars 
from the Capitol Reserve Fund to purchase a 1974 Plymouth State 
Police cruiser, with small motor to run on regular gasoline. (This 
Article is approved by the Budget Committee.) 


—Arthur Bettez made a motion to accept Article 15 as read. 
Seconded by Joe Lamy and Tom Kahill and voted.

Thousand Four Hundred Sixty Dollars and Fifty-Eight Cents 
($13,460.58) from the Federal Revenue Sharing Trust Fund for the 
purchase of a new 1974 Ford L. 8000 dump truck with 5-7 yard 
Garwood dump body and 15 ton hoist. (This Article is approved by 
the Budget Committee.) 


—Motion was made by Charles Todd and seconded by Arthur 
Girard to accept Article 16 as read. George Guertin made a motion 
to amend Article 16 to read ‘‘in addition to the $13,460.58 to include 
$31,772.00 for the fire truck out of Federal Revenue Sharing totaling 
$45,232.58.‘ Seconded by Ronald Daviault and voted. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate Five 
Thousand Three Hundred Seventy-Two Dollars and Twenty-Seven 
Cents ($5,372.27) for use as set-off against the budgeted ap- 
propriation for Town highway construction. (This Article is ap- 
proved by the Budget Committee.) 


—Rene Mulaire made a motion to accept Article 17 as read. 
Seconded by Asher Kneeland and voted. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate One 
Thousand Five Hundred ($1,500.00) Dollars for use as set-off against 
the budgeted appropriation for the Town poor. (This Article is 
approved by the Budget Committee. ) 


—George Guertin made a motion that Article 18 be approved as 
read. Seconded by Charles Todd and voted. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Four Thousand Four Hundred Forty-Six ($4,446.00) 
Dollars from the Federal Revenue Sharing Trust Fund to maintain 
and continue the delivery system of services to the poor through the 
Suncook Neighborhood Center of the Belknap-Merrimack Counties 
Community Action Program, Inc. (This Article is approved by the 
Budget Committee.) 


—Jeanne Descoteaux made a motion to accept Article 19 as 
read. Seconded by JoAnne Therrien and voted. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
Ten Thousand Three Hundred ($10,300.00) Dollars from the Federal 
Revenue Sharing Trust Fund, for the purchase of a 1974 Hose Reel 
Truck. (Work of installing the 2 year-old pump and equipment on 
the truck to be done by firemen at no extra cost to the Town and 
eventually replacing the 1952 fire truck.) Said truck to be worth 
approximately Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars after com- 
pletion. (This Article is disapproved by the Budget Committee.) 


—Leandre Desrochers asked why this Article was disapproved 
by the Budget Committee. A motion was made by Reginald Cour- 
temanche and seconded by Robert Marier to accept Article 20 as 
read. The Moderator reminded Town’s people once again that they 
could not vote on an Article disapproved by the Budget Committee. 
Mr. Desrochers asked the Town Counsel for an explanation on this. 
Attorney Therrien stated that since this was not submitted by 
petition and disapproved by the Budget Committee, Town’s people 
could not act upon it, and therefore, there was no reason for any 
discussion. Mr. Desrochers asked if a petition was needed to submit 
an Article under Revenue Sharing from a department head. He also 
stated that he submitted this Article to the Board of Selectmen 
without a petition because he was told he did not need one if it came 
under Revenue Sharing. George Guertin stated that even if it was 
approved, there was no more money available and the Town cannot 
approve to spend money until they get it. Mr. Desrochers mentioned 
that they would be losing approximately $3,000 on this. He also 
stated that every department but the fire department taps onto the 


Capitol Reserve fund and he would see to it that the Fire Department 
tap onto it also. 


The Moderator read appropriations and expenditures for 
previous fiscal year and appropriations for fiscal year 1974. 


A long discussion was held regarding the budget of the fire 
department. Reginald Courtemanche stated that the fire depart- 
ment wanted to spend all the money for the Town and they should 
share with other departments. Mr. Leandre Desrochers stated that 
he was willing to share with other departments and that it had been 
10 years since the fire department had asked for anything. 


Mr. Desrochers asked if Town hada Capital Reserve Fund and if 
the balance was $7,259.59. Gabriel Daneault stated that the present 
balance in Capital Reserve was $9,000.00 Desrochers then stated 
that after deducting the $3,500 for cruiser there would be a balance 
of approximately $5,700 and asked if the fire department could use 
this Capital Reserve fund money. Attorney Therrien stated that 
Capital Reserve was established for the purpose of purchasing 
equipment for the Town and that the Selectmen are the only persons 
authorized to spend this money. George Guertin asked if it had to 
come before a Town Meeting for a vote. Therrien stated that it did 
not. Leandre Desrochers then made a motion to increase the fire 
department’s budget to $21,364.00. This motion was seconded by 
Arthur Houle. Moderator mentioned that the Town could not dictate 
to the Selectmen what to do with the Capital Reserve Fund money. 
The Selectmen left it up to the Town’s people for a vote. Gary 
Krochmal asked where the fire department would house this truck. 
Desrochers stated that they could make an addition to extend to the 
front that would easily house two trucks. A vote was then taken on 
Mr. Desrochers motion. Results were 50 yes and 38 no. Fire 
Department’s budget was approved to be increased to $21,364.00. 


A motion was made by Charles Todd to increase the insurance 
budget to $300 to protect Town officers and employees. Seconded by 
JoAnne Therrien and voted. 


James Jackson questioned the police department’s budget in- 
crease of $7,000. Robert Descoteaux and Gus Lyndh stated that the 
increase was due to the Police Chief’s salary increase and salary for 
the extra full time police officer and the special officers, and upkeep 
of all cruisers. 


A discussion was held regarding the budget of the library. 
George Guertin made a motion to decrease the library budget by 
$400. Veronica Desmarais, library trustee, stated that to finish 


renovating the downstairs completely it would cost approximately 
$1,500 and the Town would have a library to use for the next 10 or 20 
years rather than building an addition that would cest $20,000 or 
$25,000. There was no second to Mr. Guertin’s motion; therefore, 
library budget remained at $8,420.00. 


George Guertin made a motion to decrease deficit spending 
(lined item) from $20,000.00 to $10,000.00. Seconded by Stewart 
Severance and voted. 


George Guertin made a motion to increase Town Cruiser (lined 
item) to $9,200. Seconded by Stewart Severance and voted. Charles 
Todd stated that this item should be indicated as Town Cruiser and 
Fire Department Hose Reel truck. 


Total appropriations read $424,555.51 instead of $424,055.51, a net 
increase of $500. 


George Guertin made a motion that the motor vehicle permit 
fees item (sources of revenue) be increased from $36,000 to $42,000. 
Seconded by Stewart Severance and voted. Ronald Demers asked 
how Town was getting this increase. Ed Cyr, Town Clerk, stated 
that last year’s permit fee collection amounted to $41,700 and there 
were just as many cars this year. 


George Guertin made a motion to increase Capital Reserve for 
Cruiser (source of revenue) to $9,200. Seconded by Asher Kneeland 
and voted. Mr. Demers stated that this item should also indicate 
Town Cruiser and Fire Department Hose Reel truck. 


George Guertin made a motion to decrease Revenue Sharing 
(sources of revenue) from $59,550.85 to $56,550.85. Seconded by 
Richard Ganucz and voted. 


Total revenues from all sources except property taxes read 
$286,173.58 and amount to be raised by property taxes read 
$137,881.93. 


All were in favor to approve appropriations as amended. 


Article 21. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting. 


—Leandre Desrochers mentioned that the Town had the op- 
portunity to join the Concord Capitol Area Mutual Aid and asked if 
the Town’s people would be for this or against it. Mr. Desrochers 


stated that this was an aid in case one town needed assistance there 
were 12 surrounding towns available with equipment and man- 
power. He also stated that the Town presently belongs to the Tri- 
Town Mutual Aid, which is Pembroke, Hooksett and Allenstown, 
and it has been working well for years, and therefore, he felt this 
would be a great advantage of the Town. Stewart Severance made a 
motion to join the Concord Capitol Area Mutual Aid. Seconded by 
Ernest Beauchesne and voted. 


—Mr. Dugas made a motion to increase the special police of- 
ficer’s hourly rate of pay by 15 cents so that their rate of pay would 
be equal to road help without increasing police department’s budget 
and if the Police Chief felt he could fit this increase into his budget. 
A long discussion was held regarding this matter. Robert 
Descoteaux stated that the Town definitely had to stay within their 
budget; however, if the budget appropriations were too low Town 
must go to the State and get approval to go higher. Mr. Dugas’ 
motion was seconded by Gus Lyndh and voted. 


—Recognition was given to Judge Lionel Stokes and Archille 
Lefebvre for their many years of service to the Town of Allenstown. 


—James Jackson made a motion that Old Chester Road be 
surveyed to determine what is needed for repairs so that next year 
this could be brought up for a vote. Seconded by Paul Hebert and 
voted. 


Stewart Severance made a motion to adjourn this meeting at 9:00 
p.m. Motion seconded by Arthur Houle and voted.

SAMPLE RESOLUTION TO BE USED WHEN 
APPLYING FOR FLOOD INSURANCE 


WHEREAS, certain areas of (COMMUNITY) are subject to 
periodic flooding from (STREAMS, RIVERS, LAKES, OCEANS, 
ETC.), causing serious damages to properties within these areas; 
and 


WHEREAS, relief is available in the form of Federally subsidized 
flood insurance as authorized by the National Flood Insurance Act 
of 1968; and 


WHEREAS, it is the intent of this Town Meeting to require the 
recognition and evaluation of flood and/or mudslide hazards in all 
official actions relating to land use in the flood plain areas having 
special flood (and/or mudslide) hazards; and 


WHEREAS, this body has the legal authority to adopt land use and 
control measures to reduce future flood losses pursuant to N.H. RSA 
Chapter 31, 36, 156, 156A, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that this Town Meeting 
hereby: 


1. Assures the Federal Insurance Administration that it intends to 
enact and maintain in force for those areas having defined flood 
hazards, adequate land use and control measures with effective 
enforcement provisions consistent with the Criteria set forth in 
Section 1910 of the National Flood Insurance Program Regulations; 
and 


2. Vests (the Planning Board or Town Manager or other duty 
authorized Municipal Officer) with the responsibility, authority, 
and means to: 


(a) Delineate or assist the Administrator, at his request, in 
delineating the limits of the areas having special flood hazards on 
available local maps of sufficient scale to identify the location of 
building sites. 


(b) Provide such information as the Administrator may request 
concerning present uses and occupancy of the flood plain. 


(c) Cooperate with Federal, State, and local agencies and 
private firms which undertake to study, survey, map and identify 
flood plain or mudslide areas, and cooperate with neighboring 
communities with respect to management of adjoining flood plain in 
order to prevent aggravation of existing hazards. 


(d) Submit on the anniversary date of the community’s initial 
eligibility an annual report to the Administrator on the progress 
made during the past year within the community in the develop- 
ment and implementation of flood plain management measures. 


3. Appoints the Building Inspector to maintain for public in- 
spection and to furnish upon request a record of elevations (in 
relation to mean sea level) of the lowest floor (including basement) 
of all new or substantially improved structures located in the 
special flood hazard areas. If the lowest flood is below grade on one 
or more sides, the elevation of the floor immediately above must 
also be recorded. 


4. Intends to take such other official action within its powers as 
may be reasonably necessary to carry out the objectives of the 
program.

SAMPLE RESOLUTION TO BE USED TO INDICATE 
THE BUILDING PERMIT SYSTEM WHICH THE COMMUNITY 
HAS ADOPTED AND THE REVIEW PROCEDURE FOR THE 
SYSTEM 


WHEREAS, the (NAME OF COMMUNITY) has adopted and is 
enforcing (CITE BUILDING CODE, ZONING ORDINANCE, 
SUBDIVISION REGULATIONS), and 


WHEREAS, Section(s) 

of the aforesaid prohibits any person, firm or corporation from 
erecting, constructing, enlarging, altering, repairing, improving, 
moving or demolishing any building or structure without first ob- 
taining a separate building permit for each building or structure 
from the Building Inspector, and 


WHEREAS, the Building Inspector must examine all plans and 
specifications for the proposed construction when application is 
made to him for a building permit. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ENACTED by the Town Meeting of 
(NAME OF COMMUNITY), as follows: 


1. The Town Meeting recommends that the Planning Board amend 
their regulations pertaining to the flood hazard area to assure that 
(i) all proposals are consistent with the need to minimize flood 
damage, (ii) all public utilities and facilities, such as sewer, gas, 
electrical, and water systems are located, elevated, and con- 
structed to minimize or eliminate flood damage, and (iii) adequate 
drainage is provided so as to reduce exposure to flood hazards; and 


2. The Town Meeting recommends that the Planning Board amend 
their regulations pertaining to the flood hazard area to require new 
or replacement water supply systems and/or sanitary sewage 
systems to be designed to minimize or eliminate infiltration of flood 
waters into the systems and discharges from the systems into flood 
waters, and require on-site waste disposal systems to be located so 
as to avoid impairment of them or contamination from them during 
flooding, pursuant to N.H. RSA 36:21.

FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


All open burning when the ground is not covered with snow is 
controlled by the Town Forest Fire Warden in cooperation with the 
New Hampshire Forest Fire Service. Anyone wishing to kindle a 
fire out-of-doors when the ground is not covered with snow must 
have a written permit signed by the Town Forest Fire Warden. If 
the fire is to be kindled on land not owned by the person kindling the 
fire then he must have permission of the landowner. No outdoor 
fires can be kindled between 9 A.M. and 5 P.M. unless it is raining, 
without the additional approval of the District Corest Fire Chief. 


The 1974 forest fire season was one of the worst in the past two 
decades. Woodlands in central and southern New Hampshire 
became so dry in mid-August that the Governor and Council, upon 
the recommendation of the State Forester, enacted a partial 
woodiands closure in Sullivan. Cheshire, Hillsborough, Merrimack 
and Belknap Counties and a complete woodlands closure in Straf- 
ford and Rockingham Counties plus the Towns of Barnstead, 
Gilmanton and Alton in Belknap County. Through the excellent 


cooperation of the citizens of our State no major forest fire occurred 
at any time during the year.

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ALLENSTOWN PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT 
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The Allenstown Public Library has been involved in two exciting 
projects during the past year, one concerning the physical facilities 
and the other extending library service. 


At the town meeting last year, funds were approved to finish the 
rooms in the basement of the library building. The stairway, toilet 
and landing walls and ceilings were painted and the room in the 
basement was paneled. Floors and stairs were carpeted. Existing 
book cases were cleaned and are being utilized to house the adult 
fiction which is least in demand. Books on the main fioor were 
shifted to facilitate better library service. The librarian and 
trustees feel that the new arrangement allows for some growth in 
the collection and is more practical for the public. 


The second project involving the library is the Tri Town Audio- 
Visual Cooperative (TTAVC), which is made up of the Allenstown, 
Pembroke and Hooksett Public Libraries. In the spring of 1974, the 
trustees and librarians of the three libraries submitted a proposal to 
the State Library for a grant from federal funds. The grant was 
approved for the TTAVC to purchase, loan and share audio-visual 
materials for public library use and for loan to the public. The 
purpose of the Cooperative is to provide expanded library service, 
to rotate materials and to share equipment; such an arrangement is 
practical because of the close proximity of the three libraries. 
Audio-visual materials will be purchased to meet the needs of those 
people not interested in books or unable to use them, to extend the 
viewing and listening experiences of preschool children through 
adults, to extend and supplement the reference and informational 
materials of the library and to provide permanent visual history of 
the town. 


The Allenstown trustees intend that participation in TTAVC will 
allow the library to offer more programs to the community, as well 
as provide audio visual equipment for use by organizations and 
extend the library’s collection. At this time, it is too soon to deter- 
mine the success of the TTAVC, however, periodic evaluations will 
be made to determine its value to the town.

SERVICE, INC. 


To our Friends, 


Another year has passed and Tri-Town Emergency Ambulance 
Service again ends its year in the minus column. Inflation in 
households and other businesses is true of our emergency service. 
Some of the loss is attributed to the purchase of our second am- 
bulance which had no maintenance budget of its own, and second 
was the repair bills on our original vehicle. A perfect example of 
unexpected expenditures would be our gasoline bill, in January 1974 
the total was $29.40, in December and one of the months with the 
least runs, our bill was $92.10. We have had a very busy year; there 
were 454 calls which includes trips to Manchester, Concord and a 
few rare cases of out of town hospitals due to orders of patients’ 
doctors. The ambulance covered a total of 12,359 miles in the last 
year. 


Like all other organizations a large membership does not 
necessarily denote 100% devoted members, our service is being 
conducted by an average of about 28 members a month and taking 
enough duty to staff two ambulances 24 hours a day this figures out 
to be 37,840 volunteered hours a year. 


Our fund raising drive to improve the service was not the success 
we thought it might be, we had anticipated that the 17,000 people 
which we serve in Hooksett, Allenstown and Pembroke would give 
at a $1.00 a head like we advertised a total of at least $15,000. Instead 
we collected only $8,716. Our ultimate goal of a new vehicle we are 
afraid will not be realized this year. This money will be used to 
improve some of our present equipment and the most will be 
probably set aside until more can be raised to sponsor our dream of 
a new modern vehicle. 


Our service asked the towns it’s served for an additional $1,000. 
This was necessary due to inflation and the addition of our second 
vehicle. Monies donated to the service are used to buy new equip- 
ment. The monies given by the towns is used to ‘‘run,’’ the vehicles. 
Tri-Town thanks the town officials and the people who saw our 
needs and graciously granted our request for more funds this year. 
Most towns in New Hampshire pay local commercial services a flat 
rate based on population of the town which it serves of $1.75 per 
capita and then as much as $45.00 a call. 
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Tri-Town members are proud of its FREE prompt and com- 
petent service. We are a group who have an eagerness to do a ser- 
vice to our fellow man, whenever He or She should need our service 
24 hours a day. We thank you the members of our community for 
helping us grow. Memorial gifts and all donations are gratefully 
accepted and can be sent any time to the Ambulance Service, 
Suncook, N.H. Our 24 hour dispatched number is 485-5177 or our “‘hot 
line,“’“ number is 485-7010, either number will give you instant ser- 
vice.

The regular meeting of the Allenstown School District came to 
order at 10:10a.m. As the voting for the district offices preceded the 
meeting, from 9 to 10 a.m. Mr. Armand Dugas, the moderator, 
asked if everyone who wished to vote had done so. He closed the 
polls at 10:05 a.m. and the regular meeting began at 10:10 a.m. 


Mr. Ronald Girard, and Mrs. Ella Bellerose, supervisors of the 
checklists for the Town of Allenstown, proceeded to count the 
ballots. 


As Articles 1, 2, 3, 4, were already acted upon and Article 5 was 
included in the budget line items, the Moderator went to Article 6: 
TO SEE IF THE DISTRICT WILL VOTE TO INCREASE THE 
SALARY OF THE SCHOOL BOARD CHAIRMAN FROM THREE 
HUNDRED DOLLARS TO THREE HUNDRED FIFTY DOLLARS. 
The motion to accept this article was made by Mr. Charles Todd, 
and seconded by Mr. Richard McNamara. As there was no 
discussion on this article, the motion passed. 


Article7; TOHEAR THE REPORTS OF AGENTS, AUDITORS, 
COMMITTEES, OR OFFICERS CHOSEN, AND PASS ANY VOTE 
RELATING THERETO. The reports are in the Town Report. 


Because more information is needed on this proposal, Mrs.

PROPRIATE TEN THOUSAND DOLLARS THEREOF. The motion 
to accept this article was made by Mr. Gary Patenaude and 
seconded by Mrs. JoAnn Therrien. After some comments on the 
advantages of a good physical education program, the motion 
passed. 


Article 10: TO SEE IF THE DISTRICT WILL VOTE TO: A/ 
APPROVE THE CHILD BENEFIT SERVICE PLAN BETWEEN 
THE DISTRICT AND THE ST. JOHN THE BAPTIST SCHOOL, 
SAID PLAN TO BE; TRANSPORTATION, HEALTH, CARE, 
EDUCATIONAL TESTING, TEXTBOOKS, INSTRUCTIONAL 
MATERIALS, AUDIO-VISUAL AIDS, AND EDUCATIONAL 
TELEVISION FOR THE SCHOOL YEAR 1974-1975, AND

After considerable discussion 
on the matter, and several people made comments about losing 
State Aid and raising some of the money by taxes, a division of the 
house was asked and after the moderator and the Town Attorney, 
Mr. Therrien, counted the yes (20) and the nos (36), it was an- 
nounced that the motion was defeated. 


Article 12: TO SEE IF THE SCHOOL DISTRICT WILL VOTE 
FROM THIS DATE FORWARD TO INDEMNIFY AND SAVE

PLOYED BY IT, INCLUDING THE SUPERINTENDENT OF

MINISTRATIVE STAFF OR AGENCIES, FROM PERSONAL 
FINANCIAL LOSS AND EXPENSES INCLUDING REASONABLE 
LEGAL FEES AND COSTS, IF ANY, ARISING OUT OF ANY 
CLAIM, DEMAND, SUIT OR JUDGMENT BY REASON OF 
NEGLIGENCE OR OTHER ACT RESULTING IN ACCIDENTAL 
INJURY TO A PERSON OR ACCIDENTAL DAMAGE TO OR 
DESTRUCTION OF PROPERTY IF THE INDEMNIFIED

be sued, but the individuals can be sued. They are liable for 
financial loss. The article would protect the individuals if they were 
sued. We could check with an insurance company and the District 
Attorney for information. The motion was passed. 


Article 13: TO SEE IF THE SCHOOL DISTRICT WILL VOTE 
TO AUTHORIZE THE SCHOOL BOARD TO PURCHASE A 
COMPREHENSIVE GENERAL LIABILITY INSURANCE 
POLICY IN ORDER TO PROTECT THE SCHOOL DISTRICT 
EMPLOYEES, OFFICERS, ADMINISTRATIVE STAFF AND 
ITSELF AGAINST PERSONAL LIABILITY SUITS. The motion to 
accept this article was made by Mrs. JoAnn Therrien, and seconded 
by Mr. Armand Dupont. Mr. Croteau said it could be done two ways: 
1. School District could purchase its own insurance policy, between 
$350 - $400. 2. The community as a whole could purchase an ‘’um- 
brella policy.” which could cover every employee of the town for 
about $600.

Article 14: TOSEE IF THE VOTERS WILL AUTHORIZE THE 


SCHOOL BOARD TO ACCEPT ON BEHALF OF THE DISTRICT 
AND FEDERAL OR STATE FUNDS DESIGNED TO IMPROVE 
EDUCATIONAL OPPORTUNITIES FURTHER, TO SEE IF THE

Added on to Salaries was $30,594.00 for 5 more 
teachers and $29,326.54 to other expenses such as heat, utilities, 
supplies and renting of seven rooms at the parochial school. The 
salary figure came out to $224,670.75 while other expenses became 
$32,521.54, giving a total budget of $708,425.97. Mr. George Guertin 
moved to accept the new budget total, and it was seconded by Mr. 
Charles Todd. The motion passed. 


Next of order of business was to accept the revenues and credits 
available to reduce school taxes. Mr. Croteau informed the public, 
we would receive approximately $70,000.00 in Foundation Aid, 
giving a total of $95,261.63. The district would receive $6,000.00 for 
school building aid, giving a total of $8,400.00. The total school 
revenues and credits now total $146,167.75, the district assessment is 
$562,258.22, giving a total appropriations figure of $708,425.97. The 
motion to accept this report was made by Mr. George Guertin, and 
seconded by Mrs. Estelle Godbout, and passed. 


Article 17; TO TRANSACT ANY OTHER BUSINESS THAT 
MAY LEGALLY COME BEFORE SAID MEETING. Mr. Armand 
Dupont, member of the School Board, presented an inscribed plaque 
to Mrs. Estelle Godbout, who was treasurer for the district for 30 
years and who is now retiring from that position. Mr. Dupont em- 
phasized how dedicated Mrs. Godbout has been and how she will be 
missed. Mrs. Godbout was given a standing ovation.

Submitted herewith is the report of the annual examination and 
audit of the accounts of the Allenstown School District for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1972, which was made by this Division in ac- 
cordance with the vote of the District. Exhibits as hereafter listed 
are included as part of the report. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Included in the examination and audit were the accounts and 
records of the School Board, School District Treasurer and the 
School Lunch Program. 

FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
General Fund: 

Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibit A-1) 

Comparative Balance Sheets as of June 30, 1971 and June 30, 
1972, are presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated therein, the Net 
Debt of the District increased by $374,546.67, from $82,861.93 to 
$457,408.60, during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1972. 

Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 

An analysis of the change in financial condition of the School 
District during the fiscal year is made in Exhibit A-2, with the 
factors which caused the change indicated therein. These were as

GENERAL COMMENTS 
Current Surplus or (Deficit): 


The current financial condition of the District changed from a 
current surplus (excess of total assets over current liabilities) of 
$5,138.07 to a current deficit (excess of current liabilities over total 
assets) of $7,408.60 during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1972, as 
shown herewith:

Overdraft of Appropriations and Application of Municipal Budget 
Law: 


As indicated in Exhibit A-3, there was a net overdraft of 1971-72 
appropriations amount to $14,573.96. Total expenditures exceeded 
budgetary appropriations as indicated herewith: 


Overdrafts of Appropriations $20,332.31 
Unexpended Balances of Appropriations 5,758.35 
Net Overdraft of Appropriations $14,573.96 


In accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Budget Law 
(R.S.A. 32:10-a) which was adopted by the Town of Allenstown, 
when an unusual circumstance arises during the year which makes 
it necessary to expend money in excess of total budgetary ap- 
propriations, the School Board with the approval of the Town 
Budget Committee, is required to apply to the State Board of 
Education for a certificate authorizing such emergency spending. 


The records of the School District do not indicate that this 
requirement was complied with. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 71, Section 27a, require that the 
auditors’ summary of findings and recommendations (letter of 
transmittal) shall be published in the next annual report of the 
School District. Publication of the Exhibits contained in the audit 
report is optional, at the discretion of the School Board. 


We wish to extend our thanks to the officials of the Allenstown 
School District for their assistance during the course of the audit.

Gentlemen: 


Due to a continuing excessive workload in 1974, we have been 
unable to perform an examination and audit of the accounts and 
records of your School District for the fiscal years ended June 30, 
1973 and June 30, 1974 before the publication of the current annual 
School District report. 


We regret the inconvenience which this may cause and wish to 
advise you that an examination of your accounts for these fiscal 
years is scheduled to be conducted within the next two months. 


Should this arrangement prove to be unsatisfactory to your 
Board, steps should be taken to petition the 1975 School District 
Meeting for rescission of the previous vote of the District requesting 
an audit by this Division, and to choose local auditors in accordance 
with the provisions of RSA 197: 14, which is quoted herewith: 


‘197: 14 Officers to be Chosen. The officers of every school 
district for which the law does not otherwise provide shall be 
a moderator, a clerk, a school board of three persons, a 
treasurer, one or more auditors and such other officers and 
agents as the voters may judge necessary for managing the 
district affairs; provided, however, that school districts 
requesting an audit by the municipal accounting division of 
the state department of revenue administration shall not be 
required to choose auditors for the year covered by said 
audit.” 


It should be noted that the foregoing statute implies that such 
auditors shall be local residents. Consequently, an audit of the 
District’s accounts by professional accountants may not be 
authorized unless the accountants chosen for this task are legal 
residents of the District. 
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We appreciate your patience and understanding in these cir- 


cumstances.

While | have been associated with the Allenstown School District 
for several years, this is my first report as Superintendent of 
Schools. 


The latter part of the Spring term was given over to the usual 
activities involved with the closing of another school year. It was 
also a period in which we were quite busy with the organization 
staffing and the relocation of the new supervisory union office. Mrs. 
Sylvianne Martel, who has worked with me for the last several 
years as my secretary has remained in that capacity and proved to 
be of invaluable assistance in making the transition. The new 
bookkeeper and payroll clerk are Mrs. Claire Butler and Miss Louise 
Fanny respectively. Mr. Edmond Duchesne is the new Business 
Administrator. The office was moved from 100 Granite Street in 
Hooksett to Pembroke Street in Pembroke during the last week of 
June. 


As soon as the office was relocated the task of restaffing the 
schools began in earnest. This was quite a formidable task this time 
as we hired twelve new teachers in Allenstown and over forty in the 
five school districts that comprise Supervisory Union #53. As the 
personnel are the heart of any organization, we spent a great deal of 
time interviewing applicants in order that we might hire the best 
people. 


Since the beginning of school, we have been occupied with nor- 
mal activities that are with us during every school year. We have 
continued to refine the accounting systems and the budget 
preparation system in order that we might have more data to better 
account for the expenditures and efficient use of tax monies. 


There are many areas wherein we need to improve our per- 
formance such aS communication, curriculum revision, special 
services, student personnel services, etc. The longer that we are 
able to work together as a unit, the better will be our chances for 
success in the above-mentioned areas. 


It is essential that we not lose sight of our basic duty to teach the 
essential skills of Reading, Writing and Arithmetic. 


We must teach these skills in relation to the complex society that 
children will be entering; and must update the curriculum and 
teaching methods to keep pace with the ever changing requirements 
of children if they are to live and compete in our fluid society. 


We must help children to become more independent learners. We 
must be more concerned with helping them to learn the thought 
process in order that they might be better equipped to solve oc- 
cupational and personal problems. Children today are going to be 
faced with a society that will change even more rapidly than the one 
that we are presently living in if that is possible to even imagine. If 
they are going to be able to cope with this type of rapid change they 
must be independent and secure. The idea that the teaching of the 
thought process is one of the basic responsibilities of education is 
not an idea that has been brought to us by the progressive 
educational movement rather it is an idea as old as the Classical 
Greek and Roman Educators. 


It is most essential that we not lose sight that we must help the 
individual child to learn. All too often it is too easy to work with 
children in groups, thereby, losing sight of the needs of the in- 
dividual. This is not only a problem in Education. It is a problem in 
American society. We constantly talk about the rights and needs of 
the individual, and yet we seem to be constantly moving toward a 
society that is extremely impersonal, and the individual is lost in the 
masses. 


In closing, | would like to thank the School Board, the School 
Staff and the citizens of Allenstown for all that they have done for 
the Allenstown children.
